A COLOURFUL new system to 
reduce anti-social behaviour is being 
launched in Dover in what is believed 
to be the first project of its kind in the 
country. 

The Colour In Community scheme, first used in 
the Netherlands, uses a traffic light method to tell 
people how safe a particular area is. 

Red, amber and green signage will be used in 
the St Radigund’s area, and local people can then 
work together with police to turn the situation 
around if necessary. 

Each part of St Radigund’s will strive to achieve 
a green zone with the help of Kent police, Dover 
District Council, the Community Safety Unit and 
Partners And Communities Together. 

As the first area to use this method in Kent, and 
possibly the UK, police are confident that it will 
help stop anti-social behaviour. 

Chief Constable Mike Fuller said: “This is about 
partnerships working together - it’s the only way 
we can be successful. 

“I believe it’s about police being close to the com¬ 
munities. This scheme will give the public the 
opportunity to influence policing and have a say 
in the way services are provided. 

“When we saw this work being done in Rotter¬ 
dam, it showed how people wanted to make 
where they lived a green area. 

“Those in a red zone wanted to be in a green one 
and so it really pushed people into doing some¬ 
thing about it.”

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Final nail in 
management 
group's coffin 


DOVER Town Centre Man¬ 
agement has gone into liqui¬ 
dation following ongoing 
financial difficulties. 

At a board meeting on Friday, 
March 7, it was decided the company 
would close due to the current finan¬ 
cial situation. 

David Somers, town centre co¬ 
ordinator, had hoped that changes 
could be made to overturn the deci¬ 
sion and allow the company to trade 
successfully. 

However, core funders pulled out 
following a drop in business, includ¬ 
ing the number of members falling 
from 150 to 60. 

The board of Dover TCM then 
voted to issue notices of redundancy 
on Mr Somers and his part-time 
personal assistant Sarah Talbot. 

When Mr Somers took over the 
position of town centre co-ordinator 
from Mike Webb 18 months ago, the 
firm had £18,000 in funds to go 
towards promoting Dover and sup-

porting businesses in the area. 
Since then, £10,000 has been lost and 
the organisation has resorted to 
bankruptcy. 

Over the past 10 years, Dover TCM 
has provided support for local busi¬ 
nesses to increase opportunities 
within the town. 

It also held popular events, was 
instrumental in bringing people into 
Dover, and raised £2,000 a year for 
local charities. 

Schemes such as the Shop Watch 
initiative, which has led to the award¬ 
winning Dover Partnership Against 
Crime, was started by TCM as well as 
Dover Life, the free bi-monthly 
newsletter. 

The River Watch Campaign, also 
started by the TCM, was awarded a 
£10,000 grant from the National 
Lottery to make improvements to 


the River Dour. This project has now 
grown into the River Dour Steering 
Group and works closely with the 
White Cliffs Countryside Project. 

In a letter from Alan Elcocks, chair¬ 
man and treasurer of TCM, it said: 
“As a vibrant community we need to 
give our support to the prize: Dover - 
a town with a great future. 

“The board members thank you 
and your business for your most loyal 
and valued support over the years as 
a core sponsor, member or volunteer.” 

Mr Somers was unavailable for 
comment. 

Although it is unclear whether 
another organisation similar to TCM 
will be created for the town, a new 
set-up could be beneficial for local 
businesses. 

With crucial investment coming to 
Dover, including the high-speed rail 
link, Dover Priory station and the 
St James Development, an organisa¬ 
tion to help promote the regeneration 
could be invaluable for the town.

Networks attended and made presentations 
showing their support for the initiative. 

Roger Walton, head of property services at 
DDC, said: ‘We’re one of a number of agencies 
working with the parish. 

“They’re using the Kent Energy Centre which 
is leading on this and supporting them from the 
outset, but we are also pleased to work with 
them as they work with the issue and move the 
agenda forward. 

“The example they are basing their initiative 
on is a place in Cheshire called Ashton Hayes, 
which launched the idea of becoming the first 
carbon-neutral village in the UK, back in 2004. 

“St Margaret’s is one of four villages in the 
county which Kent Energy Centre is working 
with and the only one in this district. 

“The whole idea is community engagement 


and community action at a low level, encourag¬ 
ing change of behaviour and attitude. 

“This will help lead to reduced energy usage 
and more sustainable living.” 

Mr Walton explained how the district council 
was striving to achieve sustainable living for 
the area and how it could learn from the 
St Margaret’s low-carbon initiative. 

He said: “What we’re looking to do here is 
take a greater community leadership in the 
whole agenda and that’s driven by 
Government. We’ll work with St Margaret’s to 
take the project forward as they wish. 

“The idea, though, is very much community 
led, so we’re not trying to direct them, but trying 
to be led by them to where they might take this. 

‘We’ll be pleased to partner with them and 
see what we can do in support of the scheme.” 

Villagers have now been challenged to design 
a logo for the street signs to encourage visitors 
and residents to respect the initiative.

Soldier gets 
award after 
Iraq heroics

A SOLDIER from Elvington has 
been awarded for his courage 
while under fire in Iraq. 

Lance Corporal Wayne Reed, 22, of the 1st 
Battalion The Princess of Wales’s Royal 
Regiment, was serving as a private in central 
Basra in 2006. 

Due to his bravery during a search-and- 
arrest operation, he was awarded with a 
Mention in Dispatches by Major General 
Graham Binns at his barracks in Germany. 

The former Archers Court pupil was 
involved in an operation to detain people 
believed to be responsible for attacks against 
British servicemen in the city of Basra. 

He was the first person to enter a terror¬ 
ist’s house when he came under fire and was 
shot in the leg. 

He said: “It was during a house strike to 
retrieve a person from the house and it just 
went noisy from the start. 

“I got injured during it, but we carried on 
the assault and pulled out.” 

L Cpl Reed kept his composure and man¬ 
aged to stop the gunman, who then threw a 
grenade before collapsing. 

The grenade just missed the young soldier 
before he collapsed himself with a leg wound. 


He was honoured for his courage during 
the operation and told that his contribution 
to the assault on the building was instru¬ 
mental to the success of the mission. 

Elaine Hamilton, head-teacher at Archers 
Court Maths and Computing College, said: 
“As a head-teacher I am proud and honoured 
to hear that one of our ex-pupils has done so 
well for his army and country. 

“Perhaps when he comes back to the UK he 
can pop in and see us. It would be good for 
him to talk to the pupils as he is the kind of 
role model they need.” 

Ribbon 

The honour of Mention of Dispatches was 
created by the Queen on June 3, 1992, for 
valiant action in combat. 

A bronze oak leaf is the symbol of the 
award and is worn on a designated ribbon. 

The Governor General makes the award on 
the recommendation of the Chief of the Def¬ 
ence Staff and presentations are normally 
made by senior military officials for the 
Governor General. 

The Princess of Wales’s Royal Regiment is 
the county regiment for Kent, Sussex, Surrey 
and Hampshire. 

The 1st Battalion, in which L Cpl Reed is 
serving, is currently stationed in Paderbom, 
northern Germany, with the British Army’s 
20th Armoured Brigade. 
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Campaigners brand 
identity card a 'trap' 

CAMPAIGNERS in Dover have joined others 
across the country to oppose Government 
plans for ID cards. 

Changes to the identity scheme have been 
made so people will be allowed to use pass¬ 
ports instead of ID cards until 2011. 

But home secretary Jacqui Smith said stu¬ 
dents would be urged to get identity cards 
from 2010 as part of plans to let ‘consumer 
demand’ drive take-up. 

Airport workers and those in security- 
sensitive jobs will need an ID card from 2009 
and some non-EU migrants applying for 
leave to enter or remain in the UK will need 
one from November onwards. 

Phil Booth, national co-ordinator for 
N02ID, a campaign against the scheme, 
said: “You’ll be monitored for life. That’s why 
the Government is targeting students and 
young people, to get them on before they 
realise what’s happening.” 

Ian Taylor, spokesman for the Dover 
branch of N02ID, said: “This is not a card, it 
is a trap. Once you register, however ‘volun¬ 
tarily 5 , you are on the database and under 
official surveillance for life.” 


Council tax hike set 
by authority bosses 

DOVER District Council has confirmed the 
rise in council tax. The council’s part of the bill 
is increasing by 4.95 per cent, meaning a rise 
of £6.97 per year or 13p per week for band D 
properties. The average total bill for a band D 
property will be £1,383.74. This is made up of 
separate parts by Kent County Council, the 
Kent Police Authority, the Fire Authority, the 
district council and average parish costs.

Its purpose is to improve the general health

A With specific reference to Dover, the PCT is 
doing all the things mentioned above, but in 
particular building on the work of the Dover 
Project started by a former PCT in 2006, which 
asked local people, GPs and others with a keen 
interest how they would like to see services 
delivered in future, taking account of modem 
medical techniques and other developments. 
This included 11 types of services such as those 
for older people, for children, dentistry, midwif¬ 
ery and so on. We are in the process of putting 
these into action, such as through the develop¬ 
ment of intermediate care whereby we can av¬ 
oid hospital admissions and bring people out of 
acute care earlier by providing additional nurs¬ 
ing and therapy services in their own homes. 

Q Are you working with other agencies to help move 
your plans forward? 

A We are working closely with partners such 
as the district council and the hospital trust 
to ensure all our plans hang together. An im¬ 
portant focus for services in Dover is Buckland 


Hospital - owned and run by East Kent 
Hospitals Trust. The steering group, looking at 
whether the hospital should be refiirbished, or 
replaced with a new facility, will be joined by 
local GPs and already has public involvement. 
Government policy has changed and the PCT - 
while a key player in purchasing services - has 
been joined by clusters of local GPs who will be 
key in deciding which services are funded. The 
PCT and East Kent Hospitals are committed to 
having a hospital in Dover, but the shape and 
content might look different to the hospital 
already there. 

Q What else do you think is important to people who live 
in Dover when it comes to health care? 

A Also of importance to the people of Dover is 
our approach to health and well-being. The 
PCT has made £100,000 available per year for 
local organisations/community groups to 
develop services to improve health. The group 
- which has representatives from the volun¬ 
tary sector, local council, health and others - 
will influence decision-makers to ensure 
healthy lifestyles are forefront in their minds. 

Q What would you say is the Eastern And Coastal Kent 
PCT's main priorities for Dover? 

A This PCT is committed to working with the 
people of Dover, its councillors and other 
partner organisations to ensure they have serv¬ 
ices as close to Dover as possible and to give 
people the maximum opportunity to live health¬ 
ier and longer lives.

Thousands travel to

Join campaign to 
get county network 


ORGANISERS of a group on social net¬ 
working website Facebook say users in 
the county are being ignored by the site’s 
chiefs. 

Despite now having close to 30,000 
members backing a call for users to be 
registered as living in Kent - and not 
London - Facebook chiefs are refusing to 
bow to public pressure. 

The internet phenomenon - which 
allows online ‘friends’ to share messages, 
videos, music and messages - has a 
number of networks to which anyone 
who registers interest can be connected. 

These include sites for different areas 
of the UK, and all major cities worldwide 
- such as New York, Sydney or Paris - 
have their own site. 

Such networks have become one of the 
most popular ways of conveying inform¬ 
ation about upcoming events, as well as 
communicating breaking news. 

But local users have remained frus¬ 
trated that there remains no move to set 
up a dedicated Kent network. 

Our sister paper, the Kentish Saturday 
Observer, first highlighted the problem 
last year. It prompted a flurry of media 
interest in the site and as the popularity 
of Facebook has grown so has the size of 
the group wanting action. 

Stuart Baker is one Facebook user 
campaigning for a Kent network: “A 
while ago you featured a group who 
wanted a network for Kent... since your 
article, the group has swollen to more 
than 28,000 members and still we’re 
ignored. Liverpool had a smaller group 
but threatened to close all their accounts. 
They got a network within a week.” 

Such is the strength of feeling, there 
are now a handful of similar groups all 
calling for a change in status. 

The Facebook site calling for the coun¬ 
ty network appears with the following 
statement: “For some reason every other 
little village has a network and yet we 
have to bunk up with the London crowd. 
This is fine but... I’m not from London. 
I’m from Kent!”

TACKLING healthcare-associated infections and 
improving cleanliness in hospitals is a top priority for 
the Government and NHS, and we recognise that this is a 
key concern for the people of Kent. Patients have a right 
to clean and safe care wherever and whenever they are 
treated by the NHS. 

Healthcare-associated infections are everyone’s 
responsibility, from the chief executive, to the cleaner, to 
the clinician, to the public and to me. We all have our part 
to play in helping to prevent infections and treating them 
effectively if they do occur. 

We published Clean, Safe Care: Reducing Infections And 
Saving Lives in January, which sets out the range of actions 
that are being taken across England to ensure we continue 
to make progress in tackling infections and improving 
cleanliness. 

The rates of MRSA bloodstream infections have reduced 
significantly and we are currently on track to hit the 
challenging target of halving the number of cases by April 
2008 from 2004 levels. 

Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust is playing 
its part in this. I know that, since the trust prioritised 
infection prevention and control, it has driven down MRSA 
rates so that the trust is now the second-best-performing 
acute trust in the region. 

We are beginning to see reductions in Clostridium 
difficile, with the latest statistics for the most vulnerable 65- 
and-over age group from the independent Health Protection 
Agency showing a reduction of 16 per cent against the same 
period last year. 

After the tragic events of2005 and the damning 
conclusions of the Healthcare Commission, I wanted to see 
and hear for myself, first-hand, how things had changed. 

That is why I visited Maidstone Hospital, in November, to 
talk to staff, patients and some relatives of those who died. 

I have also exchanged correspondence with Tony 
Charlton, one of the many local campaigners who is quite 
rightly holding everyone to account to ensure that hospital 
hygiene remains a top priority from the ward to the board 
and up to Whitehall. 

During my visit, I was reassured by the scale of change - 
but none of us can afford to become complacent. We can only 
make the strides that are needed if we work together on this. 

As I have already said, everyone has a role to play and 
I am, therefore, extremely pleased to see KOS Media’s 
newspapers and the local NHS working in partnership to 
raise awareness of the actions that can be taken, such as 
good hand hygiene, to stop the spread of infections. I wish 
you every success in the campaign.

KCC's top earners 
will remain secret 

COUNTY HALL is refusing to reveal the 
names of its 16 civil servants who earn 
more than £100,000 a year - because it 
says it would infringe their human rights. 

A request for their names by the 
Taxpayers’ Alliance pressure group has 
been turned down by county council 
chief executive Peter Gilroy. 

Mr Gilroy has said that he was almost 
physically assaulted in a restaurant by a 
member of the public angry about the fact 
he has the biggest salary of any council 
official in England - about £230,000. 

Cllr Alex King, deputy leader of KCC, 
said: “The county council has taken fur¬ 
ther advice from the director of law and 
governance. His advice is that this in¬ 
volves striking the right balance be¬ 
tween transparency and accountability. 

“On the one hand you have individual 
human rights, and data protection. On 
the other is the position that we have 
previously taken to withhold the identi¬ 
ty of individual officers is entirely justi¬ 
fied in the circumstances and should be 
maintained.” 

Study hits out at 
Darling's Budget 

THE people of Kent feel the Government 
does not reward hard-working individu¬ 
als enough. 

Hundreds of residents were polled by 
market research company Local Opinion 
for their reaction to Chancellor Alistair 
Darling’s first Budget. 

The majority questioned thought 
the Budget would hit single-working 
people the hardest - making it expensive 
to live on your own. 

The poll also found that a third of those 
living in the county felt the Budget 
would be unhelpful for the UK economy. 

Forty-two per cent argued that Mr 
Darling should concentrate on building 
up reserves to guard against a slow¬ 
down of the economy and more than a 
third wanted a decrease in income tax.

They paved paradise and 
put up a lorry parking lot 


SO at last Operation Stack seems 
to have been consigned to the well- 
deserved dustbin of history... but 
at what cost to local villages? 

Everyone accepts that these lorries have to 
go somewhere, but at the risk of sounding like 
a nimby I really don’t want them in my back 
yard. 

The land earmarked between Smeeth and 
Sellindge is an area which already has an elec¬ 
tricity converter station, a section of the M20 
and a piece of the high-speed rail link. 

Now we are about to see a 3,000-lorry park, 
no doubt with facilities such as overnight 
rooms, washing facilities and catering. 

So it is going to be absolutely massive and no 
doubt dominate the surroundings for miles... 
yet another part of the Kent countryside goes 
under concrete. 

This area has just about managed to cope 
OK with the roads and the electricity station. 

But this will be its final death toll. 

The villages of Braboume, Smeeth, Sel¬ 


lindge and even Aldington and Mersham will 
no longer be rural tranquils away from the 
congestion and mess that is Ashford. 

Instead they will exist solely to service this 
new facility - which is aimed mainly at foreign 
lorry drivers. 

I am sure there will be a knock-on effect for 
local businesses, and maybe the pubs will do a 
good trade. But I still feel the overall cost to 
the area is too high. 

We are going to see lorries clogging the 
streets as they make their way to the new 
facility or as drivers look for a little diversion 
in the evening. 

I have been one person recently caught up in 
the tedious delays which surround Operation 
Stack and I realise something needs to be 
done. But what about some alternative sites 
which were better accessible form the motor¬ 
way network and less intrusive on a rural 
environment? 

One for instance is the existing lorry park 
just outside Ashford. This is on land which in 
no way could be considered of any interest or 


value to the community. And surely it is better 
to expand an existing site than create a whole 
new one? 

There are several other locations which also 
suggest themselves. 

How about the M20 services near Holling- 
bourne? There is plenty of land around and 
already catering and sanitary facilities are on 
site. Motorway access is fine and there is plen¬ 
ty of accommodation nearby in Maidstone. 

After all, I don’t see a huge number of hotels 
which can take on overspill in Sellindge or 
Smeeth. So that is another area with far more 
to recommend it. 

Lastly, how about a location near the Port of 
Dover itself? 

Again there is plenty of spare land and a 
short trip down to the port would make access 
readily available to lorries which would not 
then clog up the approaches to towns.

Can you tell me a bit about your views on 
environment issues? 

I have four lovely grandchildren and I'm increasingly 
appalled at what our generation are handing on to 
them. We've had the party and they're going to have to 
live with the mess we've created. As the reports on 
climate change kept coming in, increasingly convincing 
in their prediction of the catastrophic damage we 
continue to inflict on our planet, I was, for about a year, 
paralysed by hopelessness. Gradually I realised the crux 
of the problem was individual action - small steps that 
everyone could take would make a huge difference. 

Tell us about your group Deal With It 

I went to a community forum meeting in Northbourne 
and found other people who shared my concerns. 
Alistair Gould of the Pines Calyx and I decided to set up 
a group because we felt that grassroots activity and 
community action had a vital role to play if we were to 
mitigate climate change, and deal with the changes 
that are necessary if we are to have any chance of 
creating a sustainable future for all our children and 
grandchildren. 

How is your Ban The Bag campaign going? 

I think it's going very well, though there is a lot more 
work to be done. At the moment there is a bit of a lull 
as we are working hard to communicate with all the 
retailers and to supply them with details of possible 
alternatives to the plastic carrier. At the same time we 
are working to persuade people that this is one small 
step that everyone can easily take towards a more 
sustainable future.

A few years ago MFI wanted to 
relocate its business to Whitfield. 
It owned the land there but was 
stopped by Dover District 
Council.

Alternative lorry 
park solutions 

The lorry park to end Operation 
Stack may seem like a good idea, 
but surely the real answer is to 
deal with the need, as far as 
possible, to move goods by road 
in the first place. 

It would have been far better to 
have kept and expanded the use 
of train-ferries for as much goods 
transfer as possible, instead of 
caving in to the road and haulage 
lobbies. 

The Dover Harbour Board 
produced ambitious plans for a 
revival of such a few years ago, 
although it would largely mean 
the destruction of famous 
Shakespeare Beach, but perhaps 
a scaled-down version alongside 
a smaller and relocated rail 
freight transfer base - the 
current proposal near Maidstone 
is too damaging - may be better 
than a huge lorry park. 

Further, quite a few of those 
lorries are empties either 
returning to the Continent or 
going out empty to load up for 
return - pushing all companies to 
match lorries with loads would 
take many of them off the road. 

Finally, cutting consumption 
of consumer goods would also 
reduce the numbers of vehicles 
needing to move them, whether 
across the Channel or in the 
UK. Doing all of this would 
remove any need for lorry parks 
and, of course, greatly help tackle 
climate change.

Pavarotti is back 
larger than life 


Welsh brothers bring the story of the 
world's most famous tenor to the stage 


THE legacy of world-famous 
opera singer Luciano Pava¬ 
rotti is celebrated in an emo¬ 
tional new production. 

One of the genre’s biggest stars, in 
every sense, Pavarotti brought his 
art to the masses without compro¬ 
mising on his identity as an opera 
singer. Now Welsh brothers Wynne 
and Marc Evans are bringing their 
celebration of his life and work to 
Kent.

Childhood 

Pavarotti was bom on the out¬ 
skirts of Modena in Italy, the son 
of a baker and a cigarette fac¬ 
tory worker. He had a poor but 
happy childhood and his father 
was reported to be a strong, if 
shy, singer. 

World War Two forced them 
out of the city and into country 
lodgings, which led to the boy 
developing an interest in farm¬ 
ing. 

He also seriously considered a 
career as a professional footballer, 
though his mother convinced him 
to train as a teacher. But he had 
heavily influenced by 
singers such as Giuseppe Di 
Stefano and Mario Lanza 
and eventually he could not 
contain his desire to 
become a tenor. 

His father reluctantly

been 


agreed to allow the move and he 
stmck a deal with his son - Pavarotti 
would receive free board and lodging 
until he was 30, but if he failed to 
succeed by then he would have to 
return to a normal living. 

He began studying music seriously 
at the age of 19 in 1954 and found he 
had a remarkable natural talent. But 
the first six years were not particu¬ 
larly successful and when he devel¬ 
oped a nodule on his vocal cords he 
decided to give up on his dream. 

However, this blow proved to be the 
turning point, as the release from 
stress seemed to not only banish the 
nodule but also improve his voice. 

He gradually achieved his coveted 
success, singing all over the world 
and becoming a huge star in the 
opera world. But it was his perform¬ 
ance of Nessun Dorma during the 
1990 World Cup that made him a 
household name, bringing opera to 
football fans. 

Over the decades he won a 
Grammy Legend Award, performed 
to crowds as big as 300,000, set world 
records and carried out many 
humanitarian projects. He died of 
pancreatic cancer in September 2007.

THE recipe for a top summer festi¬ 
val is based on only two staple 
ingredients - a big field and live 
bands. 

Organisers behind the Canterbury-based 
Lounge On The Farm three-dayer have taken 
these bread-and-butter basics and added a 
number of mouth-watering extras, the equiva¬ 
lent of half a dozen ‘cherries on top’.

Murder most horrid

AS we finished dinner, a woman 
staggered down the hotel staircase 
calling for help and vainly tried to 
remove the kitchen knife lodged 
firmly in her back. 

The clues were already slotting into place on 
another typical night of high drama on a Joy 
Swift Original Murder Weekend. 

Joy organised her first weekend in 1981 and 
since then has built up a business which 
earned her an MBE for services to tourism in 
2001. 

Surrounding herself with a group of actors, 
Joy’s winning formula is to keep the weekend 
as realistic and contemporary as possible. 

Until the detective completes his summing- 
up at noon on Sunday, guests must believe 
these characters are real people with credible 
motives for behaving the way they do. 

Joy hosts weekends exclusively with 
Mercure Hotels, including the White Hart in 
Salisbury. 

This elegant classical 17th century building, 
directly opposite Salisbury Cathedral, is per¬ 
fectly placed to explore the city’s shops. 

The theme for our weekend - Brave Hearts 
- was slotting into place nicely over the wel¬ 
come drinks. Joy was acting too, her character 
Ali swiftly establishing herself as a bitter,

rude, suicidal drunk, either moaning about 
her life or arguing with fellow guests. 

On our table sat a character called Tim, a 
man of 32 with the mental age of a 15-year-old 
boy due to a freak accident years earlier, who 
was left in tears after one confrontation with 
Ali. By the end of the evening she had been 
clubbed to death with a bottle. 

The next morning we used our free time to 
explore Salisbury. Our first stop the cathedral, 
a magnificent early English Gothic structure 
built in the 13th century with the tallest spire 
in the UK at 404ft. 

The most famous item in the cathedral is 
one of the four original copies of the Magna 
Carta, the charter signed by King John at 


Runnymede in 1215. This milestone in British 
history placed constitutional restraints on 
both monarchy and state. 

We found time too to explore the splendours 
of Stonehenge, over 4,000 years old and the 
crowning glory of the New Stone Age in 
Britain, which still looks awesome today. 

Five stone archways are set in a V and inside 
sits a horseshoe pattern of 19 bluestones, 
brought all the way from Wales. Surrounding 
this centre-piece are two circles of stones, all 
aligned with an axis pointing to Midsummer 
sunrise on the longest day of the year. 

Saturday’s lunch was followed by an after¬ 
noon of games back at the hotel - and if any¬ 
one feared their sleuthing wasn’t up to Miss 
Marple’s standard, they could chase prizes in 
the music quiz, the bingo or wordsearch 
games. 

Then it was back to our detective work, 
because soon afterwards there was a second 
murder and a blazing row, revealing further 
clues and possible motives. 

Attracting singles, couples, groups of friends 
and even hen parties, murder weekends work 
because they get people to talk to each other. 

Sunday’s denouement was an exciting affair, 
with the detective revealing whodunit, and 
why. I was right in thinking Tim was behind 
all the murders, but missed out on his motive. 

Joy’s brochure describes her Original 
Murder Weekends as “25 years of fun, laugh¬ 
ter and dastardly deeds”. 

Once you get the bug for sleuthing, you tend 
to go back for more.

Jennifer shows 
her tough side

“ME mam, me dad and me nan 
saw it last night. I was rather wor¬ 
ried because of all the swear words, 
but they loved it!” 

Jennifer Ellison is speaking about her 
second-ever movie outing as a hostage in The 
Cottage - and she had reason to worry about 
her family’s reaction to the film. 

But it’s not just her character’s fruity vocab¬ 
ulary that might have disturbed her innocent 
grandma in the comedy horror - it’s also the 
scene where she meets a sticky end at the 
hands of a deranged farmer. 

Surely they minded that bit? 

“No, they loved the film, thought it was 
great,” the Liverpudlian says breezily. 

Landing her first lead female film role, after 
a smaller part in 2004’s The Phantom Of The 
Opera, is a big deal for the former Brookside 
starlet, but she’s taking it all in her stride, 
insisting she wasn’t nervous about the project. 

“Not really, because everyone made me feel 
so welcome and at ease - it was just a pleas¬ 
ure,” the 24-year-old gushes. 

Jen plays Tracey, the daughter of a wealthy 
nightclub owner who is kidnapped by two 
brothers (Andy Serkis and Reece Shearsmith) 
and taken to a remote cottage. 

But if the kidnappers thought tracksuit and 
Ugg-boot-clad Tracey would be the model 
hostage, they were wrong. 

“She’s the ultimate bitch,” explains Jennifer. 
“She’s very nasty and just awful to be around. 
I’d hate to be in her company, but she’s a great 
character to play. She has some great one-liners, 
but I don’t think many people will like her!” 

As Tracey is bundled from the boot of a car, 
into the cottage and upstairs to a bedroom, she 
puts up a good fight and even manages to 
break a kidnapper’s nose. 

But Jennifer says she needed no training for

the scrap. “It actually came naturally, which 
was rather worrying because my mum said she 
didn’t know I could punch like that,” she says. 

The film is a tale of two halves. Feisty Tracey 
manages to overcome Peter (Shearsmith) - the 
weaker of the two brothers - and forces him 
out of the cottage at knifepoint before leading 
him through a wood to a secluded farmhouse. 

And that’s where things turn really nasty, as 
the pair come face-to-face with a disfigured 
farmer who has a penchant for chopping up 
trespassers. 

Writer and director Paul Andrew Williams 
approached Jennifer about the role two years 
ago, but it wasn’t until last spring they finally 
got to make the film. 

“As soon as I read the script I just fell in love 
with Tracey. I was hoping [the film] would

come off because I just loved the part so much. 
She’s such a strong character and, obviously, to 
be playing the female lead in a film is great.” 

The Cottage takes place entirely under cover 
of darkness, so filming started at 8pm and 
would go on until 5am. 

After starring in the West End production of 
Chicago and again on tour last year, you’d 
think Jennifer would be used to such gruelling 
schedules, but apparently not. 

“It was really tiring,” she admits. ‘We had 
sleep deprivation, which would send people 
delirious and it was freezing. I was the only per¬ 
son who wasn’t wearing a jacket, so it was very, 
very, very, very challenging!”

Chancellor budgets 
for greener living 

A SERIES of eco-friendly moves was 
announced in Chancellor Alistair Darl¬ 
ing’s budget which are intended to help 
households looking to go green. 

Energy companies will now be obliged 
- through the Carbon Emissions 
Reduction Target (CERT) - to give then- 
customers superior deals for energy- 
efficiency measures. 

Cavity wall insulation and loft insul¬ 
ation will also be made available to 
almost three million homes, along with 
more energy-efficient appliances and 
light-bulbs. 

Mr Darling also offered £26 million to 
the Green Home Service with the fur¬ 
ther aim of cutting bills for home-owners 
through a reduction in consumption. 

There were also plans for extended 
use of meters in domestic properties to 
offer incentives to reduce carbon con¬ 
sumption. 

The Chancellor also unveiled a target 
to make all non-domestic and commer¬ 
cial property zero-carbon by 2019 - in 
addition to earlier pledges to ensure all 
new-build homes were carbon neutral 
by 2016. 

Mortgage scheme 
is going for gold 

FOLLOWING last week’s Budget, the 
proposal for Government-backed so- 
called gold standard mortgages is still 
on the agenda. 

The Chancellor confirmed a working 
group to investigate the feasibility of such 
a scheme would be established. 

The Government plans to launch a new 
system which will grade all mortgages, 
with the most secure given a gold stan¬ 
dard Kitemark. 

The scheme is intended to make it eas¬ 
ier for lenders to sell on mortgages to 
investors by providing them with greater 
reassurance about the quality of the 
loans for which they are signing up. 

The new system is designed to reopen 
the market for wholesale mortgage 
financing. It is hoped that getting the 
wholesale money markets working again 
will provide banks with access to cheaper 
funding, which could result in lower 
mortgage rates for consumers. 

Government statistics show some £100 
billion worth of mortgages are funded by 
secondary borrowing (using funds from 
money markets rather than deposits), 
making up 30 per cent of the UK market. 


Price slump won't be 
so bad for us to bear

THE county’s property market is 
looking in better shape than else¬ 
where in the UK, according to a 
recent survey from estate agents 
Cluttons. 

Good transport links to London and the 
south coast mean that some areas of the coun¬ 
ty have been benefiting from price rises in 
recent years, but at a reasonable level. 

This suggests Kent is now in a position to 
emerge on a path of continued growth should 
prices see a blip as there have not been the 
huge rises seen elsewhere in the South East. 

“I think one of the advantages Kent might 
have in the next year or so is prices haven’t 
gone up quite as much - they haven’t been as 
crazy as in Guildford and places like that,” 
said James Best-Shaw, a Cluttons partner. 

“If there is a price adjustment, you might see 
perhaps five per cent come off in Kent where¬ 
as you could see 20 per cent off elsewhere.” 

The consultancy also finds there is a ready¬ 
made market in the county waiting for good- 
value properties to emerge. 

“In the mid-term this should ensure suffi¬ 
cient demand to prop up prices amid a wider 
slump. 

“There are so many people sitting in rented 
accommodation who are looking for houses for 
£500,000 upwards and they think they 
deserve a bargain,” said Mr Best-Shaw. 

“If you offer them just a little bit of value 
they’ll come in very strongly because they 
don’t want to sit in rented forever, they want to 
get on with their lives.” 

While investors have customarily looked to 
the towns of Sevenoaks and Tunbridge Wells, 
these are perhaps not the best investments in 
the present climate. Prices have increased dra¬ 
matically in these towns and could now fall 
dramatically. 

In response, Cluttons is urging to buyers to 
consider up-and-coming locations such as 
Ebbsfleet, only 20 miles from London yet near 
countryside. 

Other recently-identified property futures 
hot-spots include Folkestone and Ramsgate - 
both are towns which seeing investment in 
infrastructure and due to benefit from the

4x4 equals value for 
money with Pathfinder 


RATHER like dragging a brickie 
off a building site and squeezing 
him into a tuxedo, Nissan has 
done the same with its rugged 
Navara 4x4 pick-up. 

The result is the budget seven-seat 4x4 
Pathfinder, a car that can wear that ambi¬ 
tious name and its new estate car suit, yet 
cannot quite hide the dirt under its 
fingernails. 

The Pathfinder should still find a way 
through rougher terrain, helped by a rugged 
four-wheel drive system, low ratio gear option 
and a robust separate chassis. 

However, it stumbles where it is likely to 
spend most of its life - the road. This is the 
legacy of a commercial 4x4 origin and a 
restraint on ambitions to challenge the dear¬ 
er Land Rover Discovery 3. 

However, the Pathfinder is relatively com¬ 
pact - shorter than a Vauxhall Vectra Estate 
and only slightly higher than a Chrysler 
Voyager MPV. 

The overall effect is quite elegant too, if that

word can be applied in the SUV (sports utili¬ 
ty vehicle) class. 

Buyers laugh all the way to the bank too 
with prices from £23,995, even if the journey 
is less than smooth thanks to the Pathfinder’s 
habit of leaning into comers and being unset¬ 
tled by rougher surfaces. 

The Pathfinder line-up no longer offers a 
petrol engine, but the single 2.5 dCi turbod¬ 
iesel option is a good all-rounder and capable 
of averaging around 30mpg. 

It is fairly refined generally and relaxed on 
the motorway, although the sluggish five- 
speed automatic gearbox of our car didn’t 
do it any favours and the general driving 
experience is sapped by lifeless steering. 

Loading into the capacious rear is helped by a 
relatively low floor and a tailgate that splits to 
allow loading through the upper section if needed. 

Space for five in the main cabin area is 
excellent, though the two extra seats are real¬ 
ly only suitable for kids. 

Even basic trim levels are generous and 
cabin ambience is one of pleasant durability 
without flashiness, while reliability is virtual¬ 
ly guaranteed.

Small success but 
it's a man's world 


SMALL businesses based 
in Kent are among the 
most productive in the 
country. 

Almost half of small companies 
in Kent are producing new prod¬ 
ucts and services, according to 
the latest small business survey 
by the department for business, 
enterprise and regulatory reform. 

The survey for 2006 and 2007, 
which is the most comprehensive 
study into enterprise in Britain, 
shows that 65 per cent of Kent’s 
companies with fewer than 250 
employees have ambitions to 
grow over the next couple of 
years. 

And 83 per cent of Kent’s small 
business had no problems obtain¬ 
ing finance from the first source 
they tried, compared to the 
national figure of 75 per cent. 

But the results revealed that 
only 14 per cent of companies 
were led, or owned, by women. 

Announcing the results, busi¬ 
ness minister Shrita Vadera said 
the absence of female bosses was 
harming the economic well-being 
of the country. 

Challenge 

“Getting more women into busi¬ 
ness is a challenge, not just for 
gender equality but for national 
economic success. 

‘We would have 700,000 more 
businesses if proportionally as 
many British women as American 
women started businesses.” 

Caroline Chambers, manager of 
the Channel Chamber of 
Commerce, said child friendly

policies had made it possible for 
women to have a family and 
return to work without affecting 
their position, but female bosses 
did not have that luxury. 

“Their businesses would not 
stand the pressures of them being 
absent for up to a year whilst hav¬ 
ing a baby, and combined with the 
high cost of childcare this figure is 
not surprising.” 

Disappointing 

“Whilst women have managed 
to break through the glass ceiling 
of the corporate board room and 
are well represented in senior 
positions within the public sector, 
it is disappointing to see that only 
14 per cent of small businesses 
with employees are led by 
women.” 

Thirteen per cent of small busi¬ 
nesses also cited red tape as being 
one of the main obstacles to their 
success. 

Ms Chambers said this was not 
surprising as the rules for 
employing staff, paying taxes, and 
transporting goods were not sim¬ 
ple. 

“The local government planning 
framework for businesses in the 
south east is a minefield and can 
lead to costly delays,” she said. 

“Government needs to do more 
to make it easier for our business¬ 
es to compete on a level playing 
field with the rest of Europe, 
whilst increases in hidden taxa¬ 
tion like rises in fuel duty need to 
be minimised.”

FORMER Folkestone rugby player 
Catherine Spencer helped create 
history as she led England to victory 
against Ireland at the weekend.

Six Nations side is an amazing feeling 
and the best moment of my career.” 

The number eight had an excep¬ 
tional campaign and England assis¬ 
tant manager Graham Smith was 
quick to praise the effort of the 
side’s forwards. 

He said: “For me, the forwards have 
been an immense part of our cam¬ 
paign. They are a talented bunch and 
their scrummaging and line-outs 
have been outstanding. 

“There is a very special feeling 
about this squad and they could well 
prove to be world-beaters.” 

The Grand Slam victory has surely 
sent out a message to world champi¬ 
ons New Zealand ahead of the World 
Cup in 2010.
